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Select a portrait layout 
based on a head size 
for a specific sort 
(Figure 5) 










If enough pages have 
been assigned for that 

sort value, then the 
portraits can be fiowed 
on these portrait pages 
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Flow all the portraits 
from a specific sort into 
the portrait panel XML 
snipits (Figure 6) 
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Fig. 4 
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Query the database to 
gather all the portrait 
images for that sort 
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Parse the portrait panel 

XML based on the 
portrait layout selected

The portrait panel snipit 
will then be placed on a 
specific portrait page 
when that page is 
edited in the 
Page Builder 
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When a portrait page is 
edited, replace the 
portrait panel stub 
inside the portrait page 
with the flowed portrait 
panel (Figure 3) 
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The flowing process is 
complete when all the 
portrait pages in a sort 
have been flowed and 
ail portrait panels have 
been placed 
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Customer submits 
portrait pages online to 
the publishing plants 



Publishing plants swap
